- Firſt, therefore, concerning the 
Scriptures, wee ſay, according cg 
Scripture , that they are the ſure 
and ſafe rule of fayth and ſo 
ſaycth Bellarmin:> with vs 2: The 
Scripture isthe rule of our fayth; 
motit ſure, and moſt ſafe, ( ſayerh 
Ree, ) 

2. Weeſay, that all doftrines 
of fayth and manners , which are 
fiaplic nec:{larie for all men,, are 

| _ playalie 
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playnlie ſer downe in-Scripture: 
and ſo do«th Bellarmine proteſle, 
that as this was the doctrine of 
Augnſtine , ſoit is true of the do- 
Qrines of fayth, & ſayeth hee ) 
which are fimplie neceiharie for all 
men to falyation. 

3. Nexctothe word, to come 
ro the Sacramentes, wee (ay, that

4. Weeſay, that in the Lords

wine Confeſle, as Bernard teacheth 
in his ſermon of S. Marte, Where 
hce ſaycth, That in the Sacra- 
menc is Exiiibice ynto vs, the true 
ſubſtance of Chriſts fleſh ; but yee 
ſpicicuallic, a0caindllic (fayth he.)
